The exterior of the new sporty Camry has remained the same, but the roomier interior has been completely 
redesigned to provide much more comfort for passengers in both the front and the rear seats. The biggest 
changes are under the hood, with a more powerful 2.4 liter engine offering increased horsepower and 
torque over previous models, and the option of a 3.5 liter V-6 engine. 
The individual that loves off-roading will welcome the new Fortuner SUV, stylish but tough, it’s robust 
design and full-time four wheel drive system makes it easy to take that turn onto the path less traveled. This 
tough all-terrain vehicle boasts a luxurious but subtle interior with an elegant instrument panel and a 
sumptuous cabin with twenty-one compartments. Spacious seating for five also includes fold down rear 
seats for additional luggage space with room for big or long loads. An additional choice of a 3.0 liter 
Turbodiesel or 2.7 Gasoline engine offers buyers the option of customizing their vehicle for the 
performance needs of the owner, and a long list of safety features insure that this new model will be a 
tremendous success.
